Two  months  ago,  when  the 
department  first  threw  the  switch 
to  activate  online  driver  license 
renewal,  DMV  offidals  cautioned 
in  their  Od.  6  news  release  that 
initially  only  a  small  percentage  of 
customers  were  eligible  to  use  the 
new,  more  convenient  Internet 
Ucense  renewal  system.  Thafs 
because,  for  security  reasons, 
Internet  license  renewal  requires 
the  extra  protection  of  a  so-called 
RIN  (Renewal  Identification  Num- 
ber), which  didn't  begin  appear- 
ing on  renewal  notices  until 
Sept.l3. 

Since  license  renewals  are  mailed 
out  two  months  in  advance  of 
expiration,  that  meant  then-cur- 
rent renewal  notices  mailed  out  in 
August  and  early  September 
didn't  have  the  RIN  needed  for 
Internet  renewal. 

"But  as  of  December,  all  current 
renewal  notices  that  are  eligible 
for  Internet  renewal  now  contain 
that  all-important  Internet  RIN," 
said  McClellan.  "That  means  if 
you  have  a  good  driving  record 
and  if  it's  been  less  than  15  years 
since  you  came  to  a  DMV  office  to 
renew  your  driver  license  in 
person,  then  you're  probably 
eligible  to  renew  over  the  Internet. 
Please  take  advantage  of  it.  If  s  so 
much  easier  and  more  convenient 
-  espedally  now  that  we've 
eliminated  Iheextra  service  charge 
for  using  a  credit  card." 

An  average  of  1 ,000  Califomians 
per  day  are  now  renewing  their 
licenses  via  the  Internet.  As  the 
word  continues  to  spread  about 
this  new  service,  DMV  offidals 
expect  a  further  increase. 

Motorists  under  the  age  of  70 
uith  a  good  driving  record  are 
allowed  to  renew  by  Internet  or 
mail  two  times  in  a  row,  if  they 
have  no  health  problems  requir- 
ing more  frequent  visits  to  a  field 
office.  That  enables  many  custom- 
ers to  go  15  years  without  visiting 
a  DMV  field  office.  After  two 
consecutive  renewals  by  mail  or 
Internet,  a  field  office  visit  is 
required  for  routine  vision  screen- 
ing and  a  new  photograph. 
Beginning  at  age  70,  customers 
must  come  in  for  a  new  vision  test 
at  every  five-year  renewal. 

Vehicle  registration  renewals 
over  the  Internet  have  been 
underway  for  morethan  four  years 
and  have  become  increasingly 
popular.  But  the  more  elaborate 
anti-fraud  Internet  security  pre- 
cautions required  for  driver  li- 
censes were  not  in  place  until  mid-

Drop  in  Crude  Oil 
Costs  Means  Relief  at 
Pump  for  Consumers 

According  to  a  new  report  by 
AAA  of  Northern  California  which 
tracks  gas  prices  as  a  service  to 
consumers,  the  average  price  for  a 
gallon  of  regular  unleaded  gasoline 
in  California  is  now  $2. 1 6.  That  price 
is  a  decrease  of  20  cents  per  gallon 
since  the  last  AAA  monthly  survey 
of  gas  prices  on  Nov.  16.  The  record 
hi^  price  was  set  on  Oct  21,  when 
r^ular  unleaded  was  selling  for  an 
average  of  $Z45  per  gsllon. 

"We're  seeing  some  gas  stations 
where  gas  now  sells  for  less  than  $2 
a  gallon,"  Seiid  Sean  Comey, 
spokesman  for  AAA  of  Northern 
California.  "In  most  communities, 
the  average  cost  of  fuel  is  still  higgler 
than  that,  but  at  least  we've  seen 
prices  falling  steadily  for  more  than 
a  month." 

The  decline  in  retail  fuel  prices  is 
largely  the  result  of  a  decrease  in  the 
cost  of  crude  oil,  the  raw  material 
from  which  gasoline  is  made.  In  the 
past  two  weeks,  cmde  oil  prices 
have  dropped  by  about  20  percent 

For  the  short  term,  consumers 
should  be  able  to  antidpate  some 
additional  but  modest  declines  in 
prices  at  the  pump.  That  troid  may 
not  last  long.  Member  nations  of 
OPEC  (Organization  of  Petroleum 
Exporting  Countries)  recently  voted 
to  cut  oil  production,  a  move  aimed 
at  boosting  prices. 

The  most  expensive  average  gas 
price  in  Northern  California  is  in  San 
Francisco,  where  regular  unleaded 
costs  $235  per  g3llon.  The  lowest 
price  among  Califomia  dties  tracked 
by  AAA  is  in  Marysviile,  where  gas 
costs  an  a  v^ge  of  $1 .95  per  galloa 
Througjrout  Northern  California, 
the  average  price  is  $2.15.  In  the  Bay 
Area,  ttie  average  price  is  $Z19. 

The  nationwide  average  price  is 
now  $1 .84,  which  is 32  centsa  gallon 
less  than  the  statewide  average  in 
Califomia.  The  most  expensive  gas 
in  the  United  States  is  in  Wailuku, 
Hawaii,  where  a  gallon  of  regular 
unleaded  costs  an  average  of  $2.69. 
The  least  expensive  gasoline  is  in 
Toledo,  OMo,  where  the  average 
price  is  $1 .56  per  gallon. 

"When  we  see  the  price  of  a  gallon 
of  gas  vary  by  20  cents  or  more 
within  the  same  commuruty,  it 
reminds  us  of  how  important  it  is  for 
consumers  to  shop  around,"  said 
Comey.  "Driving  out  of  your  way  to 
find  lower  priced  gas  probably 
doesn't  make  sense,  but  you  can 
save  money  by  simply  comparing 
prices  at  the  gas  stations  you  pass  by 
during  typical  day."

Since  we  always  seem  to  be  short 
on  time,  espedaUy  at  this  time  of 
year,  why  not  turn  to  your 
microwave  to  help  whip  up  quick 
go-alongs  -  for  parties  and  for  your 
gang  at  home? 

Don't  for^t  that  when  we  need 
help  keeping  go-alongs  like  sauoe 
and  gravy  warm  without  taking  up 
room  on  the  stovetop  or  having  to 
watch  them  constancy,  we  can  rely 
on  our  microwaves,  too,  when  tfi^ 
have  that  great  "Simmer"  feature,  as 
on  the  Pan<isonic  Inverter  Micro- 
wave.

16  large  mushrooms  (about  1 
pound);  small  onion,  minced;  1/4 
cup  pistadiios,  coarsely  chopped;  6 
tablespoons  (3/4  stick)  butter;  ^/i  cup 
plain  bread  crumbs;  2  tablespoons 
chopped  fresh  parsley;  1/4  teaspoon 
salt;  1/4  teaspoon  black  pepper. 

1.  Coal  a  microwave-safe  9"  x  13" 
baking  dish  with  nonstick  cooking 
spray.

IRS  Officials  Urge  Consumer  Care  Before  Making  a  Charitable  Car  Donation 


WASHINGTON  -  The  Internal 
Revfanue  Service  issued  a  consumer 
alert  today  tojielp  taxpayers  avoid 
potential  pitfalls  when  they  donate 
their  automobiles  to  charities. 

In  additioa  as  taxpayers  plan  their 
charitable  giving,  donors  diould 
understand  ttie  way  that  the  Ameri- 
can Jobs  Creation  Act  of  2004  will 
alter  the  rule^for  the  contribution  of 
used  motor  vehides,  boats  and 
.planesafterDec31, 20(M. 

Next  year,  if  the  claimed  value  of 
tfie  donated  motor  vdiide,  boat  or 
plane  exceeds  $500  and  the  item  is 
sold  by  the  charitable  organization, 
the  taxpayer  is  limited  to  the  gross 
proceeds  from  the  sale. 

Under  the  new  rules,  the  charitable 
organization  must  provide  an  ac- 
knowledgment to  the  donor  within 
30  day  s  of  the  sale  stating  the  amount 
of  gross  proceeds.  Alternatively,  if 
the  diarity  significantly  uses  or 
materially  improves  the  vehicles,  the 
diarity  must  certify  this  intended  use 
and  duration  and  provide  an 
acknowledgment  to  the  donor 
within  30  days  of  the  contributioa  If 
the  charity  significantly  uses  or 
materially  improves  the  vehicle, 
generally,  the  donor  may  deduct  the 
vehide's  market  value. 

For  tiie  remainder  of  2004,  how- 
ever, the  new  rules  do  not  apply. 
Under  the  rules  in  effect  for  2004, 
taxpayers  will  be  able  to  deduct  the 
fair  market  value  of  the  cwitributed 
property. 

"Just  because  the  rules  wall  be 
ti^tened  for  vdtides  donated  next 
year  doesn't  mean  anyone  should 
give  a  car  to  charity  and  claim  an 
inflated  value  this  year,"  said  IRS 


Commissimer  Mark  W.  Everson. 

IRS  officials  recommoid  that 
people  who  want  to  donate  their 
vehide  by  Dec  31,  2004,  take  the 
follov/ing  steps: 

"Check  That  the  Organization  is 
Qualified;  Taxpayers  ^ould  make 
certain  that  th^  contribute  their  car 
to  an  eligible  organization;  other- 
wise, their  dcaiation  will  not  be  tax 
deductible.  Taxpayers  can  use  the 
IRS  Web  site  to  check  that  an 
organization  is  qualified  by  seardi- 
ing  Publication  78.  PublicatiCTi  78  is 
an  annual,  cumulative  list  of  most 
orgaruzatiOTis  that  are  qualified  to 
receive  deductible  contributions. 
Publication  78  is  also  available  in 
many  public  libraries  In  addition, 
taxpayers  can  call  IRS  Tax  Exempt/ 
Government  Entities  Customer  Ser- 
vice at  1-877-829-5500.  Be  sure  to 
have  theorganization'scorrect  name 
and  its  headquarters  locatioa  if 
possible.  Churches,  synagogues, 
temples,  mosques  and  governments 
are  not  required  to  apply  for  this 
exemption  in  order  to  be  qualified. 
They  frequently  are  not  listed  in 
Publication  78.  Donations  to  these 
instituticHTS  are  tax  deductible. 

*ltemize  in  Order  to  Benefit  Many 
taxpayers  can't  take  a  deduction  for 
car  donations  because  they  don't 
itemize  deductions  on  their  personal 
tax  retura  For  taxpayers,  flie 
decision  to  itemize  is  determined  by 
whether  their  total  itemized  deduc- 
tions are  greater  tfian  the  standard 
deduction  (for  2004,  the  standard 
deduction  wiU  be  $4,850  for  single; 
$9,700  for  married  filing  jointiy). 
Slightly  more  than  one-third  of  the 
130  rmilion  individual  taxpayers 


itemized  in  2001,  the  last  year  for 
which  complete  data  is  available 
"Calculate  the  Fair  Ivlarket  Value 
The  donor  must  take  many  fadors 
into  consideration  to  establish  the 
value  of  the  car.  Many  usedor 
buying  guides  contain  step-by-step 
instructions  so  that  readers  can  make 
adjustments  to  the  value  of  a  car  for 
accessories,  mileage  and  other  indi- 
cators of  its  general  condition.  Both 
Publication  526,  Charitable  Deduc- 
tions, and  Pubbcation  561,  "Deter- 
mining tiie  Value  of  Donated 
Property,"  provide  detailed  instruc- 
tions. 

•Deduct  Only  the  Car's  Fair  Market 
Value  —  Some  car  donation  pro- 
gram operators  have  mistakenly 
claimed  that  donors  can  dedud  the 
hig^iest  value  listed  in  a  used-car 
buyer's  guide  for  their  make  and 
modd  of  car,  regardless  of  the 
donated  car's  ccmditioa  The  IRS, 
however,  will  only  allow  a  deduc- 
tion for  tiie  fair  market  value  of  the 
car.  Fair  market  value  takes  into 
account  many  fadors,  iiKhiding  the 
vehide's  condition.  The  fair  market 
value  of  the  taxpayer's  car  may  be 
substantially  different  than  the 
higjiest  value  listed  in  a  used-car 
buyer's  guide  for  that  make  and 
modd  of  car. 

•DocumCTit  the  CharitaUe  Contri- 
bution Deduction:  vehicle  dona- 
tions, taxpayers  must  dooiment  the 


car  donation  arvd  its  ^  market 
value.  Recordkeeping  requirements 
are  comprdTensive  and  vary  de- 
pending CXI  the  amount  of  the 
contribution  and  the  total  amount  of 
the  charitable  deduction  IRS  Publi- 
cation 526  details  requirements  for 
the  types  of  receipts  taxpayers  must 
obtain  and  the  forms  they  must  file.

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FTC  Sues  Makers 
Of  Bogus  Diet  Patch 

The  Federal  Trade  Q>minission 
has  continued  its  attadc  on  bogus 
wei^t-loss  claims  by  suing  a  diet 
patdh  manufacturer  arxl  a  retailer 
that  marketed  the  patch  directly  to 
Spanish-speakingconsuiners  In  two 
separate  federal  court  actions,  the 
FTC  charged  ttwt  ttie  patch  manufac- 
turer,Transdermal  Products  Interna- 
tional Marketing  Corporation,  and 
the  retailer,  SG  Institute  of  Health  & 
Education,  Inc,  falsely  claimed  that 
the  skin  patch  causes  substantial 
weight  loss.  The  FTC  complaints  in 
both  cases  also  challenge  fetlse  claims 
that  the  patch  or  its  main  ingredient, 
sea  kelp,  has  been  approved  by  the 
Food  and  Drug  Administration 
(FDA).  The  FTC  further  alleged  that 
Transdermal  Products  provided 
retailers  with  deceptive  marketing 
materials  that  could  be  used  to 
mislead  consumers. 

"We're  determined  to  pursue 
deception  to  itssouroe,"  said  Lydia  B. 
Pames,  Acting  Director  of  the  FTCs 
Bureau  of  Consumer  Protection. 

The  defendants  in  both  cases 
allegedly  used  one  or  more  of  the 
seven  bogus  weigjit-loss  claims  that 
are  part  of  the  FTC's  Rfd  Flag 
education  campaign  announced  in 
December  2003.  The  ongoing  Rfd 
F/flg  campaign  provides  guidance  to 
assist  media  outlets  and  others  in 
spotting  false  clain\s  in  wei^t-loss 
ads.  According  to  the  FTC,  one  of 
the  most  common  false  weight-  loss 
claims  is  that  diet  patches,  topical 
creams  and  gels,  body  wraps,  and 
other  products  worn  on  the  body  or 
rubbed  into  the  skin  can  cause 
substantial  weight  loss.

To  guard  against  fraud  and  iden- 
tity theft,  the  customer  is  required  to 
type  in  four  separate  "points  of 
identification;"  (A)  The  cor\fiden- 
tial  high-security  RDM  which  is 
mailed  to  the  individual  licmseeina 
sealed  envelope.  (B)  Driver  license 
number.  (Q  Birth  year.  And  (D)  the 
last  four  digits  of  a  verified  social 
security  number  that  is  electroni- 
cally cross-checked  against  federal 
records.  To  ftirther  prevent  fraud  or 
identity  theft  the  transaction  is 
encoded  via  a  secure  Web  site,  and 
the  Internet  caiuiot  be  used  to 
change  the  address  or  the  physical 
description  on  the  license.  The  new 
card  will  contain  the  applicant's 
picture  from  the  previous  renewal 

"Any  eli^ble  customers  who 
don't  have  access  to  the  Internet  can 
still  renew  by  mail."  said  McQellaa 
"But  the  Internet  is  so  much  faster, 
easier  and  more  convenient  -  plus  it 
saves  you  a  stamp  and  a  trip  to  the 
post  office.
